not. The termination of human existence 
is not ai all times to be regretted; for the 
responsibility of life is great and the sooner 
it ends, the less scope we have for crime 
orerror. To an enlightened mind there 
is consolation even in the certainty of death. 
The dim and dusky grave is ever before 
us; it receives us all, and we ought all to 
be prepared for it. 

Still, to many, the shock is most severe, 
that wrenches us from * all we love and all 
we hate,” and, with the guilty, it must 
shake the heart of the firmest, while it 
may seem far otherwise to the innocent, 
the persecuted, and the unhappy, whose 
miads are oppressed with 

* That weariness which springs 
From all they feel, or hear, or see.’

preservation, This curious and beautitul 
Instrum ‘nt is now in the possession of Jo- 
nav C rds, artist of Dudly, who would have 
0 Objection to transfer it to a more suitable 
possessor It was purchased at lord Spen- 
cer Chichester’s sale, at Fisherwick, about 
iwelve years ago, aid was the property of 
the late most noble, the marquis of Done- 
gal. The case is covered with crimson 
Genoa velvet, upon which are three an- 
cient gilt looks, finely engraved ; the in- 
sttument is made of cedar; the inside of 
the case is lined with strong yellow tabby 
silk, the front is covered entirely with gold, 
h ving a border of gold round the inside, 
two imches and a half broad. There are 
fifty keys, with jacks and quills, thirty of 
them ebony, tipped with gold ; and the se- 
mitone keys énty in number) are inlaid 
with silver, wory, and different kinds of 
wood; each consisting of about two 
hundred hd’ y pieces. The royal arms 
of Eliagbeth atone end are most exquisite.

BEDOUIN ARABS. 


From Burckhardt’s Travels in Syria and Palestine 
Mr. Burckhardt, in order to avoid suspi- 
cion, had never yet allowed the Arabs to 
see him write, lest he should be thought 
a necromancer or a searcher for treasures. 
When mounted on his camel, at an easy 
walk, by throwing his mantle over his head, 
as if to ward the sun, he could sometimes 
write unobserved. His journal-books were 
small, they could be carried in his waist 
coat pocket, and whentaken out they might 
be concealed in the palm of his hand.— 
Sometimes pretending to sleep, and cover- 
ed with his mantle, and at others going 
apart for a few minutes, and crouching 
under his cloak, he continued his notes. 

“ This evening I had recourse to the 
last method; but having many observa- 
tions to note, I remained so long dbsent 
from my companions, that Ayd’s curiosity 
was aroused.
